This Invention has for its object an improvement in treating water for the 
use of brewers. For this purpose, water which is soft, or comparatively soft, is 
caused to be filtered through beds or filters composed of carbonate and sulphate 

10 of lime, the action being aided by the use of carbonic acid gas, such materials 


being used in combination with other filtering media to separate mechanically 
mixed impurities from the water. 
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
